People find time to be sick and die.

Musical Heredity. 


Heredity shows itself more markedly, 


it wonld geem, in the arts than in the 
sciences. Taking tmisic we find gome 
remsrkable instances. TheBacb. family, 
which took its rise in 1550 anjl became 
extinct in 1600, presents an tmkroken 
sori«9,of musicians lor nearly two cen- 
turies of thnt interval. The head of the 
family was Veil Bach, a baker of Pres- 
bnrg, and his two sons were the first of 
the family who were musicians by pro- 
fession. The deceudants literally ' 'over- 
ran Thuringia, Saxoty, andFrauconia," 
saysPapillon. "They were all orgau- 
ists, church eingers, or what is called in 
Germany 'city musicians.' ^Vb.en they 
became too numerous to live all togeth- 
er, and the members of this family were 
scattered abroad, they resolved to meet 
once a year, on » elated day, with a 
view to keep up a sort of patriarchal 
bond of union. This custom was kept 
up until nearly the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century, and oftentimes more 
than a 100 persons bearing the name of 
Bach—men, women, 
and children— 


were to be seen assembled. In tie fam- 
ily are reckoned twenty-nine eminent 
musician*, and twenty-eight of a lower 
grade." Bosrini's family played music 
at fairs; Beethoven's father and grand- 
father were musicians! Mozart's father 
was Second Capellmelster to the Prince
